OCTOBER  4,  1996  - 
BLUEFIELD,  WV 

The  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Acting  President  Claude  Travis  at 
2:30  p.m.  President  Rill  Stump  was  present,  but  ill  and  appointed  First  Vice-President  Travis  to 
chair  this  meeting.  The  following  members  were  present:  Dave  Whisman,  Harold  Snodgress,  Bill 
Stump,  Elesa  Ballard,  Mark  Ballard,  Crawford  Blakeman,  and  Tom  Shook.  Others  in  attendance 
were:  Rob  Underwood,  Bill  Williams,  John  Podgurski,  and  Walter  Caldwell. 

Acting  President  Travis  began  the  meeting  with  a  moment  of  silence  tor  members  who 
have  deceased  since  the  last  meeting. 

Due  to  the  absence  of  Lois  Smith,  Secretary,  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  was  not  made. 

Acting  President  Travis  announced  President  Stump’s  appointment  of  Bob  Underwood  as 
Secretary  to  HU  the  position  until  a  replacement  can  be  found.  Motion  was  made  by  Mark  Ballard, 
seconded  by  Dave  Whisman,  to  approve  the  appointment.  Motion  carried  by  unanimous  vote.

The  SI  0,000  CD  will  mature  on  November  16,  1996,  and  will  not  be  renewed  to  allow  the  funds 
to  be  used  for  publication  of  the  new  edition  of  Edkins’  Catalogue.  All  bills  are  paid.  We  are  still 
working  on  non-profit  status.  Steve  Cawood,  General  Counsel,  is  working  on  this  process. 

David  Schenkman  was  appointed  by  President  Stump  as  Editor  of  the  upcoming  revision 
of  Volume  2  of  Edkins”  Catalogue  and  the  New  Finds  Editor  for  West  Virginia  tokens.  Rill  Williams 
stated  that  he  would  give  D.  Schenkman  all  records,  foil  and  all  other  material  pertaining  to  the 
West  Virginia  Edkins  file  now  in  his  possession. 

Bill  Williams  announced  he  has  the  final  draff  of  revisions  to  Volume  1  with  him  for 
inspection  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  membership.  Steve  Ratliff  will  put  the  material  into 
camera  ready  format,  after  which  Bill  Williams  will  prool  read  the  material  and  add  illustrations 
of  the  cut-outs.  The  objective  is  to  have  the  material  at  the  printer  by  December.  President  Stump 
stressed  the  importance  of  having  the  final  draft  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  December.
